Federal Works-

- The axperioncea of British Oolumbia 
inregftrdtofedGral-vorksoannoiibe said 
to have been altogether satisfaotory. In- 
- —deed; in many respects thoy have boon 
'the'vei^reTerfle. Sesnion after session 
monies ■wore voted by Prtrlinmout for 
public works in this Province, only to be 
re-voted the neit; and tlius tho Pacific 
Provinoa has always out a rospoctablo fig- 
ure on the Estimates, without much to 
show for it in tho nature of practical re- 
sults. What buildings have been put up 
are not of a oharaoter, either in point of 
solidity, convenienoe or arohiteetnral pre' 
trntBibBfl, to reflect much credit upon tho 
Federal GoTemment. Thoy partake al- 
together too muoh of the "cheap and 
nasty" to oome up to our idea of \rhat the 

• Federal public buildings on this coast 
ought to have been. How the blame of 
all this ought to be apportioned amongst 
the different parties concerned it is not 
our present purpoao to point out, 
although occnsion to. do bo may be taken 
at some future time. How much boLter 
off we shsll he in this respect under tlio 
now AdminiBtration remains to be seen. 
It may not bo amiss, however, to warn the 
prosent Govsrnment against following in 
the footsteps of the former one in this re- 
gard. The importanoe trhioh such ques- 
tions aMonw in . » yonng and sparsely 

.>%;popnl»t«d aonntty like this can hardly be 
i j'^ifmlized in the older and more populous 
£ I ■prorinoes. In Ontario or Quebec tho 

• I erection of a custom-house, a penitentiary, 
ri ":.,' or a light-house would ovoke little or no 

public interest. Hero the case 13 alto- 
gether different. All eyes are on these 
works, and the Federal Goyornment is 
apt to be judged by the character of tho 
strnotures and tho alacrity or tardiness 
with which they are erected. It ia ti ulj' 
wooderfDl to what an extent public op- 
n^,5:'iiiion.ia inflnenoad by these small things 
jairi *^!>|naU indeed, when compared with 
k't i ^l^'-fi?*** railway enterprise to which Ca- 
^Wnn istands pledged. There are not aito- 
iU:L geihi» wanting iadioationa that, in this 
^ '" 'resipsot, British Oolamhia will be better 
offnnderthe new Administration. The 
■ appropriations for the custom houso anil 
the','penitentiary have been doubled; so 
that more oonvenient and imposing 
straoturea may be'expected; and there is 
discernible greater promptitude in com- 
mencing the works. But still there would 
aeem to be room for improvement. We 
desire particularly to direct nttoution to 
the promised light-bouse at the ontranco 
: ^ of Nanaimo harbour — a work of no little 
inportaaae to the large and rapidly in- 
rt«nnagmatitime interests of that port. 
^ ' ^TlM&telwr for Yanoouver saooeeded in 
haTing the appropriation made and the 
location settled, notwithstanding the ef- 
' forts made by a coUoaguo to have it lo- 
cated in the vicinity of a certain iron 
mine in which ho is largely interestod 
But slthongh that was done, no steps sooui 
as yet to have been taken towards carrying 
these arrangements to a practical result. 
Is it possible that some occult adverse in- 
fluence is at work? Wore it not that wo 
know Lis inflnonoe to be nil, one might 
■aspaot that the presence at Ottawa of 
llie member who strove so zealously to 
i^^re yanaimo's light-house located at 
Taxoda explained the mystery -of delay. 
Preferring to attribnte the delay which 
hail •oonnred-in commencing the work to 
'"'•OTersighiina department upon which 
nnpreoodented pressure falls this year, 
we desire to impress tho Minister of Pub- 
lio "Works with the justice and policy of 

• 'bbsarving greater promptitude and vigor 
in regard to public works in this Province 
generally and in regard to tho one more 
immediately under consideration in par- 
iioular than characterized the previous 
Administration. Strict attention to tho 
just claims of this Province will do much 
towards establishing on a iirmor basis 
that opnfldeuoe and those amicablo rula- 
tiona which it is so important should ex- 
ist. While, however, paying proper at- 
tention to those smaller matters, Mr. 
Mackenzie must not overlook the weight-

Mr. Gladstone and tlie GoUl- 

Those, however, who imugiucd that 
Mr. Gladstone's obstinate refusal to acl 
as loader of tho Opposition during tho 
present aosaion signilios any iutontion on 
Ilia pint to with draw from political liio, 
must have had tlioir liopcH or feara dissi- 
pated by ail incident rouoitod in the pa- 
pers on tho day of tho Education deboto. 
The late Premier has recently become 
possessed of property iu the North Walo.s 
Mining District.' Some few weeks ago 
tlio colliora iu certain mines at Aston 
Hall, lu'ur Mv, Gladstone's property, 
sti.'uck fur higher wages. Tho strike was 
uuBuccessfiil, and tho colliers fiually a- 
greed to resume work ou tho masters' 
tornia. The masters on their side had 
made au inefTcotual eflort to supply tho 
place of tho Union workmen with non- 
union minora, but had only suoooodod in 
obtiiiiiing tho sorviees of four»mon. Wlion 
th« collior.s ngrend to resumo work, thoy 
stipulated that tho four non-Uuion men 
should bo discharged. Thereupon, the 
agent of the masters applied to Mr. Glad- 
stouo to evict the miners, many of whom 
occupied cottages on Lis estate, unless 
they would forego their porsooufcion of 
tho doliuqueut colliora. Mr. Gladstone 
most justly doolinod to uiako himself a 
party to tho dispute; but tho idea aQonis 
to have struck him that if he could only 
apeak to tho workmen he could easily 
convinco them of tho error of their ways, 
and so he convoked the men on strike to 
n »ort of solemn conferonoo, which ended, 
as ovoiybody might have foroaeon, in his 
delivering a lengthy wouologuo. After 
tho fashion of liis achool, who holievo 
that every difficulty in tho world can be 
surraouutod to talking it over ho repeat- 
ed to tho minors in ornate langungo all 
I ho ortliodo.t common plaoos about tho 
duty of rcspoctiiig your neighbour's 
right.s if you wiah your own to bo respect- 
ed in turn. The workmen were perfectly 
unequal to tho task of argning with Mr. 
Gladstouo, butconteudod themselves with 
a blunt L<dolaration of their dislike to 
work with nion who Lad played them 
fiilso. And in fact, if you are to accept, 
as Mr. (iliidstoiie did, tho principle of 
trade.4 unions, it follows logioallj- that tho 
members of the Union aro justiiied in 
declining to work ivith non-unionists. 
The whole power of a strike consists in 
the fact that no workman can refuse to 
join it without incurring the hostillity of 
Ilia fellow-Avorkmen, and if the North 
Wales colliers were to return to work to- 
gether witii the men who had deserted 
tlicir causo, just as if nothing had hap- 
pened, tlioy would bo un.iblo to rely up- 
on the support of their fellow workmen 
whenever they might wish to strike again, 
The delusion, however, that yon can at 
one and the same time approvo of trade 
unions, and yet di3;v[)prc)ve of tlioir coer- 
cion, is ono eoiumon to miioh clearer and 
inovo logical thinkers tliaa Mr. Gladstone 
It is peculiar to him that ho should have 
seized this opportunity for issuing a po- 
litical manifesto. To the ostohishmcut 
probably of his audience, tie informed 
tho colliers that thoj- ought to fake back 
the "Knob-sticks" into tlieir friendship, 
bocduse iho kind of torrorism exerciaod 
by Trades' Unions over mou who de- 
clined to enter the body, alarmed tho up- 
per clas.sos ns to the results of a system of 
Government under whicfi workmen woitld 
form tbo majority of the constituencies, 
and, thorffore, operated against the pros- 
pect of household .suffrage being granted 
to agrioiilturnl labourers. In truth, tho 
apecieh to tho colliers was obviously in- 
tended as a dfeclnrntion in favour of 
household suiFrage in the counties. As 
I have told you befOTe, it was ^r, Glad- 
stone's wiah to make the extension of tho 
franchise to the agricultural labgurers the 
stock measure of his prograiumu for this 
session. He was overrnleil by the oppo- 
sition of his colleagues, but ho had rovort- 
od to his original itlca, and I fancy that 
beforo lout: wo shall see him stumping 
tho country iu favour of household county 
suffrage. One groat attraction oflhis cry 
to Ilia mind consist.s.I believe, in tho pro- 
bability that its adoption might postjiono 
tho noceasity of dealing with the question 
of tho Clnirch Establishment. At tho 
j)rosont moment, however, there aio more 
symptoms of the Libeml partv becoming 
reorganized on a disestablisliment than 
on o Reform programme, but in either 
event the reorganization ia apparently 
not very near at hand. — London Corr, 
I'ofoulo Globe.
